Rabey left the La Salle garage in 
Washington street, just west of Wells 
street, about 8:30 a. m. to deliver Sat- 
urday night’s receipts to the La Salle 
hotel. 

At Wells street 
two young men swung in behind him 
and followed until he reached the 
doorway of the Stock Exchange build- 
ing. They then closed in on him. 

Clings to Money Grip. 

One of the men pushed him into the 
doorway and struck him over the head 
with a biackjack, while the other 
reached for the money bag. Rabey is 
_a big man, weighing 220 pounds. When 
he would not release his hold on the 
grip, one of the robbers shot him down. 

James Bagnuolo, who runs a shoe 
shining shop near the scene of the 
shooting, witnessed the escape after he 
had heard a shot and rushed to the 

“I saw two young fellows—they 
couldn’t have been more than 2(-——jump 
into a black Hudson touring car with 
red wire wheels,” he told the police. 
“ They turned south in La Salle street 
and went down to Jackson, where they 
turned west.” 

The robbers’ car passed the La 
Salle hotel going about forty miles an 
hour, narrowly missing a Madison 
street car. 

“Inside Job,” Detective Says. 

Jay Abrams, house detective for the 
La Salle hotel, declared the robbery is 
undoubtedly an “inside job.” 

“You know, we hire and fire a great 
many chauffeurs and some bad men 
are bound to creep in,” he = said. 
“Rabey had many friends among the 
drivers and I think they will be abie 
to find a clew for us.” 

The La Salle hotel offered a retiecih of 
$2,000 for the arrest and conviction of 
the men who did the shooting. Ad- 
vertisements to this effect were sent 


Price & Martin, attorneys for the hotel. 
Rabey’ is 41 years old. He is mar-f 
ried and has one son, Roy, 21 years 
old. At the hospital it was said it will 
be difficult to eay whether he will live 
or die.

Germany Today. 


DOORN, Holland, April 17.—[By the 
Associated Press.J—A service in 
mourning for the former German em- 
press, Augusta Victoria, was held in 
Doorn castle this morning, attended 
by all the members of the former im- 
perial household, some of its most in- 
timate friends, and several officials vf 


The service was an affecting one, 
and during its progress former Em- 
peror William frequently sobbed anc 
at one point seemed at the yeres of 
a breakdown. 

Ex-Crown Prince Frederick William, 
his brothers Adalbert and Oscar, and 
others of the mourning family were 
visibly moved as they knelt before the 
catafalque bearing _ coffin in which 
lay the body. 

Goes with Body to Maarn. 

Never was contrast between former 
glory and present state of humiliation 
more accentuated than when Wilheln. 
the former German emperor, followed 
the body of his wife, Augusta Victoria, 
to the station at Maarn tonight, where 
he intrusted the faithful companion of 
his grandeur and his sorrows to his 
sons and friends to take back to the 
fatherland. 

The emperor that was and the «x- 
ctown prince and other sons ‘present 
were’ all attired in full uniform of the 
Prussian guard, their helmets crépe 
covered, 

The funeral procession arrived et 
the little station at Maarn in darkness 
only broken by the light from a few 
lamps on the railway embankment. 
First came a huge car covered with 
flowers, followed by sé€rvants, who 
loaded the wreaths into the railway 
carriage. About ten minutes panes tae 
hearse arrived. 

Cortege Reaches Station. 

From the next automobile Chaplain 
‘Dryander alighted wearing black 
robes. Immediately behind came an 
automobile carrying the former em- 
peror and his daughter, Princess Vic- 
toria Louise, which drove on until it 
reached a shelter of shrubs hiding it 
from view. : 

Frederick William, the ex-crown 
prince, and Prince Adalbert, in long 
gray mantles, walked briskly forward. 
Other members of the family alighted 
from their cars—Prince Oscar, the 
Duke of Brunswick, Prince Fuersten- 
berg, Gen. von Gontard, chief of the 
household; Countess von Keller and 
Countess von Rantzau, the stanch- 
est friends of the late empress and 
ladies in waiting in the old days, and 


the court chamberlain, Baron von 
Spitzenbersg. 
Other Nations Represented. 


Representatives of Queen Wilhel- 
mina of Holland, the dowager queen 
and the prince consort, together with 
representatives of the king of Spain 
and the king of Sweden, and a num- 
ber of Dutch officials closed the pro- 
cession. 
When all had collected around the 
coffin the court chaplain, Dr. Dryan- 
der, his voice vibrating with emotion, 
delivered a brief oration. The coffin 
was then placed in the railway car- 
riage, which Wilhelm, Frederick Wil- 
liam, and Princess Louise entered and 
remained in for a few moments. 
Then the ex-emperor led the way to 
the cars in which the other members 
of the party were to sleep tonight and 
remain during their journey. He 
thanked them all and took leave of 
therm. 

“A Man Broken by Sorrow.” 
For a brief period Wilhelm became 
dimly visible to those who had gath- 
ered to watch the ceremony, his figurc 
that of a man broken by sorrow. Prin- 
cess Louise entered the automoblie 
with her father, the door closed and 
the car glided on, papas er the exile 
back to Doorn. 
Soon after the departure of the ex- 
emperor the ex-crown prince left the 
station and returned to the castle with 
the duke of Brunswick and others who 
are staying in Holland. 
The last farewell visit to the funeral 
car will be paid tomorrow morning be- 
ore it proceeds to Potsdam. Those 
ho remained on the train to accom- 
pany the body included Prince Adal- 
bert and his wife, Prince Oscar, Prince 
Fuerstenberg, Countess von Keller, 
Countess von Rantzau and Baron vou 
Spitzenberg.

AUSTRIA RINGS 
WITH CRIES FOR 
GERMAN FUSION 


VIENNA, April 17.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]— Notwithstanding the 
formal disapproval of the government, 
demonstrations in favor of fusion with 
Germany were held throughout the 
country today. 

A heavy snowstorm at Innsbruck, in 
Tyrol, failed to chill the enthusiasm of 
the meetings, which came as a climax 
to the agitation of the last three days 
following the ultimatum of the entente 
against the plebiscite movement. 

In Vienna enormous crowds gath- 
ered in Rathaus square under a cold 
rainfall and listened for hours to 
speeches. Afterwards the crowds pa- 
raded through the boulevards with 
bands playing, singing German songs 
and carrying red, black and yellow 
banners.

Two Taken with Big 
Supply of “Dope.” 


A Greek letter aided the federal 
authorities yesterday in rounding up 
the alleged leaders in “a $50,000 drug 
peddlers’ ring.” 

The letter was written by Charles 
Costillo, prisoner in the Will County 
jail, charged with violating the Harri- 
son anti-narcotic law, to James 
Andrews of 422 North Clark street.

YANKS STARVE 
IN RUSS PRISON, 
BARONESS SAYS 


_ RIGA, April 17.—[By the Associated 
Press.}—Only the Americans among 
all foreigners in Moscow prisons have 
been forgotten by their government 


to supplement starvation rations, ac- 
cording to the Baroness Forelkerson, 
who has arrived home in Riga after 
having been in prison in Russia as 
one of the Letvian hostages. 

“I was freed from the Batirka pris- 
on in February,” said the baroness.

“Keeley sent a petition asking why 
he was not released. He was told that 
his government had never made urgent 
demand for his release.”

Death Takes Heavy Toll in 
[legitimate Ranks. 


Below is the first of a series of ar- 


being an effort at a useful survey of 
this problem. Granting 2,000 to 3,000 
iti children have been born in 
» this city each year for the last twenty 
years, for example, what becomes of 
them? 
According to the most conservative 
estimates, at least 32,000 illegitimate 
white babies are born in the United 
states every year. Chicago's annual 
share in this quota is estimated at 
3000. Available statistics show that 
petween one-fourth and one-third of 
the children die in their first year, 
mostly from preventable causes. 
The reasons for this enormous need- 
ess waste of life, as given by the chil- 
-@ren’s bureau of the United States de- 
partment of labor, are solely the cir- 
cumstances which usually attend the 
pirth and early life of the illegitimate 
ciid—namely: absence of a normal 
home, deprivation of a mother’s care, 
and lack of adequate support, which 
means improper food and lack of nec- 
esary medical] attention. 


What Happens to Children? 


‘What is being done in Chicago to. 
save these hundreds of babies who ar- 
rive here through no fault of their 
own, but who are forced to begin life 
under a hundred handicaps not im- 
posed upon the legitimate child? 
What becomes of the other two- 
thirds or three-fourths .who survive 
the first year of life? How many aro. 
saved to useful citizenship? 
Do they have a fair chance as they 
grow up? 
What becomes of them? 
An attempt to answer these ques 
tions revealed an astounding lack of 
statistics and records on the subject in 
Chicago. No survey of illegitimacy 
ever has been made here, although it 
has been doné in practically all the 
other large cities in the country, and 
even in such smaller towns as Akron, 
0, and New Bedford, Mass. . 
There is no effective, compulsory 
birth registration law in Illinois, and 
the state is not yet admitted to the 
birth registration area of the nation 
by the federal census bureau, which 
requires at least a 90 per cent registra- 
tion. City ordiriances in Chicago re- 
quire the registration of births by hos- 
pitals, maternity homes, nurseries, 
and orphanages, but the larger num- 
ber of illegitimate children are born 
outside these institutions, or reported 
as legitimate. 
Estimated Figures. 
In fact, the only accurate figures on 
births in Chicago for last year are 
= estimated by the federal census 
ureau—66,290. Out of this number 
the health department has record of 
only 787 illegitimate births. Based on 
records in other cities, where complete 
figures are kept, this number repre- 
sents about one-fourth of the total 
number of children born in Chicago 
out of wedlock. | 
In an effort to gather more informa- 
tion along this line, the city health de 
partment, at the request of THE TRIB- 
UNE, sent @ questionnaire to seventy 
hospitals handling maternity cases. 
Fifty-five replies give a total of 705 
illegitimate births and reports of 155 
other illegitimate children brought 
into the hospitals after birth. These 
figures cannot be added, however, as 
some children, confined to two institu- 
tions, are included in both lists. There 
were eighty-five deaths reported in 
both classes. There are no figures to 
show how many deaths occurred after 
the babies left the hospitals,

months of 1920, the railroads wou!d have
